Among tbe fdriuDate Garibdbitea who ac- 
knowleiyb .with saiisfaotion their deep obli< 
gations to tbe country, I msy mention Mr J. 
A. Cameron and Mr James Wally, both of 
whom acquired competanoiea on William 
Creek. From the first-named gentleman 
tbo village of Comerontowa, Oariboo, taksi' 
its narre ; and Mr Watty was the principal 
owner in the rich Watty olaim in the same 
locality. Mr Cameron has returned to the 
home of bis childhood, purchased the old 
homestead, and erected a perfect palace on 
tae site of tbe original farm-house. Ilie 
residence stands pn tba Canadian bank of 
tbe famed SttlAwrenoe.Bi vet, about 9 miles 
east of Glornwatl, and (^ommanda a fine view 
of some of the most beaatifnl Bcenery the 
Continent oan prodaoe. His farm oonaists 
of l92''i!qre8) ,in a bigh state of cnltivatioc, 
and Burrdairded- by a snbatantiol stone wall 
The farm is known to the neighbors as the 
Cariboo Farm, and is a model of neatness 

* and thrift. The hoapitoliiy of Mr Camercu 
and his aiuiablu and accompliahed wife are 
unbonndcJ, ami hia popularity in the neigh 
bourhood ia deservedly great. Mr Watty has 
a large woollen mill at a place called Yulley" 
field, lower down tbe river, in euccessfol 
opeiatiou ; but, in common with Mr Cameron

p;.>Uuresnuo locality, known na lha Thousand 
JtsVes, which stud tbo St. Lawrence for many 
miloB, and whioh form objuots of inloresi and 
admiration to touiiata Irom every part o| tbe 
Vdf Id.

On the Slat August Lieat. Coghlan return 
ed from the Fortlaiid Inlot. The lollowiog 
is his diicrlption cfiAfeAfefamo,u8.^ftrm The 
Portland Islet was found to be abont 70 miles 
in length and bearing tho same genera 
charaoteriolios as the nutnarous other inlets ; 
snow clod mountains 3.0UO to 4,000 feel hipb 
down tho sides ol which nu.T.erou8 walor 
fulls run. Tbe head of tho Inlet waa fonud 
to terminate in n low marshy swamp, with a 
high peak of GOOO feet ia the background; 
reports as of diat^tHhudder^era heard nt 
i nter vols can sad" 6y"'th'o' i?ilan'ch^i a'a tboy 
rolled into the valley beoeath with a dull 
aound jwhiobrsreyerberated from pe,'>k to 
peak. ' Her^'^ '''fce ' 'foarid 'cimped tho 
most powerful chief of tbe Nass Indians, 
Tchalcoquas, and; a very large party catching 
and drying salmon. They were cxlromely 
civil, and when we landed insisted on carry- 
ing up to our tent all our gear. Wo pitched 
oar tent near the camp on the Saturday ; 
and on Snnday, Thomas, our interpreter, o 
Christian Indian from Metlukbatlab, held 
Divino Service, morning aitarnoon and 
aveoing, la the Indian ranch. Thomas 
bad a flaeoey of language that must have 
astonished the nativea. Ibev:Binglag was 
very good, Iho female voices espeoially; 
but'tbe smoke of an Indian^ bouse iri \^iob 
salmon is boing dried, being anything but 
coudncive to comfort, and oar knowledge ot 
Tsimpsheaa being very limited, detracted 
somewhat from our ploasanl pnrticipation in 
the iotctciiing ceremony. Wo suppose that 
Thomas must take to hiintelf tbo credit of 
being Ibo first who taught Christianity at 
the end ol liritish Dominion ; wo were then 
camped on Iho boundory line bolween Alaska 
and British Columbia, and it wos quite a 
diifferent matter to preachiog t e Qospol in a 
sous bouse at Meilakbtlab,^wbiobt waa then 
abuat 130 miles away to the soathwardt 
Tho Nass lodians were at war with' tbe 
TsimpabcaDa; and at range to' lay- a Tsimp- 
sbean oaooe with the father, mother and 
sister of a Tsimpshaan Chief, Nish-pi^las. 
(who bad murdered a Nass Chief, and tbe 
very man who was the oauso of all tho 
trouble), bad been found by Ibe Nisbkah's, 
and treated with every kiminese; this pre- 
sented a striking conlraat to the conduct of 
tho Tsfmpsbeaos, who, so the rumor went, 
had waylaid a Niss canoe, and murdered a 
helpless woman and child. On Monday we 
were to oommebcb bur ^ik again, bat to 
oor alarm we found that a sborl distance 
down tba river a terrifio rapidj bad) formed; 
we bad nntered'the'river-at-bigb water, and 
at that time there was no indication ot any 
irregularity; but when the tide had com • 
mcnced to ebb the sight was perfectly appal- 
liog. Several rapid torrents, caused by tbe 
melting of the snow from tho mountains, 
mot at ODO spoi; and tho oombiced body ol 
Water rnslimg ou with increasod velocity had 
its progresa intercepted by a roolt in mid- 
channel, ond hero lay tbe daDf;er ; to huve 
attempted to pass down in our boat would 
have been simple madneaa, for had we 
touched anywhere the boat must have capi 
sized, and wu of course .been drowned, or 
frozen by^tbe ioy ooldrwater.^ The Indians 
here . canA'^to- boMaidlaS^^ I entOns > can ocb 
Tbe way in which they^managed them 
WIS perfectly marvolous, B&bdtilig' down, 
following the o.bannol, now one aide, now 
the other, at sci alarming pace; our very 
unenviable posit/on come to a climax aa we 
neared the rocks over whioh the water was 
foaming and Isnping. Suddenly wc seemod 
to be goinp: right nn to Ibe rocks, and then 
in a second, just as our bow had all but 
tonched ii, the boat was reversed by sticking 
a pole in the ground, and io a moment we 
had shot passed oil danger. Tracks of bears 
were very numerous; tbare was no mistaking 
the large foot ptints in tbesoft roiflfrand'^tbe'' 
Indian chief shot a large brown bear that 
was Bwimming down tbe river. Havirig obm« 
plated oor examination wo were not loth to 
leave Ibis dreary and most desolate ot spots. 
The rtfleotion from tho snow during the day 
was very trying; and a Ecorching hot day 
was always succeeded by a frosty night, ant! 
Ibis too in August; a change which we did tiio 
at all appreciata. 'i'iie enow near tho head ol 
tho Inlet was only 40 feet from high water 
mark. Wo took advantage of high water lo 
get cnt of tbo rivor, glad to leare Iho monolo- 
Qous mouotains, and tho still moro dreary 
waterfajls. 

bii'tbB;l^.tb Sepjember we '.left Port Simp- 
Boal for Ibe southward, reaching the Bella 
Bella Village on tbe 17ih September ; the 
follpwip^-week waa occupied in suryeyiDg 
the Fisher Canal nnd making a largo plan of 
Port John, one of Vanonuvor'a anohorages. 
On tbo 2'jih September wo crossed Queen 
Charlotte Sound, having been detained in 
Safety Covoonoday by a dense fog, and 
lURdo tho land by Sbadwoll Fuaaage whirc 
tho ill-fatud Suwaneo lies bil;;ed. The 
sooond whaler waa here detaohsd to re-survey 
the pi&8tCge''on':;a.'-lBr«er. soBle.: Tbo Nah- 
wite.IndlonB behaved vary badly daring iho 
boat's slay; a mqrp filthy and nnd degraded 
tribo ate not lo be found on tho coast. Tb ly 
had plenty of wbiskoy in their camp, for 
-which they had bartered plunder from tho 
Suwanoe, nod divided their time boiwuen 
howling ii:aaDely and firing ofl tbuir muskets. 
They wore to have celebrated tho boat's do- 
parture by eating a slave; but postponed 
thiU little orgio on acouni of her abrupt ra- 
turn lor ono day to oaonpo a S E gale. Tbo 
Boavar left Port Rupert on tho 10th October 
and was lucky enough lo reach Nanaimo ou 
the 24th; the log lifted, and we left Nonaimo 
at G a.m. ; reaohing Esquimau at holf past 
Ave in tbo^fternooo. The weather through- 
ou't tho BoaBOD (with tbe oxcoplion of the 
month of July whicb waa wet) hag beetj 
exceptionally flue, and the oraiso baa boon 
thoroughly epjoyed byofRo^ra and crow.
